The U.S. os an Imperial Power 


Another indication that the United 


States may finally come to withdraw its 
opposition to the admittance of China to 
the United Nations was revealed at a 
recent conference of academic Asian 
specialists and some Congressmen 


Professor Richard Pfeffer of Johns 


Hopkins University flatly said that our 
policies toward the -Peking regime 
should be practically reversed. It is not 
"America s cnma prooiem, fie s>aia out 
rather "China's American problem .. . 
What does America do in the world? It is 
my impression that the United States is 
directly responsible for the following: 
It's directly responsible for the killing 
and maiming of more people in the world 
than ail the other countries of the world 
combined. It has more foreign troops 
stationed abroad than all the other 
countries of the world combined. It has 
more military and quasimilitary bases 
and military assistance to countries 
abroad than all the other countries of the 
world combined 
America is, in 


short — and I find no more accurate 
word — the foremost imperial power in 
the world today. China 
then, for 


whatever reasons, is more right than 
xvrong about us. We are a threat to her 
pretensions, even to her reasonable 
goals, and perhaps 
even 
to her 


existence." 


Pfeffer's recommendations included 


the withdrawal of all United States 
military forces, bases and assistance 
from Asia and our unilateral an- 
nouncement that Peking represents 
China and that Taiwan is part of China. 


Another professor, Edmund Clubb of 


Columbia University, a former foreign 
service officer in the Far East, predicted 
that eventually the Chinese people would 
determine the future of Taiwan and we 
had no business saying that Taiwan was 
or was not a part of China. 


In an effort to find a moderate 


solution; "Senator Jacob Javits, with the 
concurrence 
of Senators 
Stuart 


Symington and Edward Kennedy, in- 
troduced into Congress a resolution to 
the effect that "the United States policy 
should not oppose the admission of the 
People's Republic of China to the United 
Nations, while not accepting as a con- 
dition of such membership the expulsion 
from membership of the Republic of 
China." This is simply a stating of the 


"hvo-Chinas ' policy which so far 15 not 
accepted by either the Nationalist or the 
Communist Chinese 


It is fairly easy to go back in history 


and criticize the way in which our 
policies for Asia developed. Professor 
Pleffer claims that for twenty years we 
have been dealing with a caricature of 
the real world in Asia instead of 
realistically appraising exactly what it 
uat. 
in M>meunai me same ua>. 


Historian Barbara Tuchman points out 
how we went wrong in our relations with 
China in her latest book, Stilwell and the 
American Experience in China 1911- 
1945. 
Both the Americans and the 


Chinese were working hi their own self 
interest, she contends, Chiang Kai- 
shek didn't want well trained Chinese 
troops because he feared they might join 
the Communists after the Japanese were 
gone, she believes. The Western fear of 
communism, which still exists in almost 
a paranoidal form, prevented us from 
looking realistically at what China. 
Chiang and Mao Tse-tung all were. The 
same sort of thing we know was largely 
responsible for the morass in which we 
wallow in Vietnam. 


It does not seem at all likely that the 


United States can simply declare that 
Taiwan is part of China and that Peking 
has a legitimate right to it. For one thing 
the Taiwanese object. Too much time 
has elapsed, we have made too many 
commitments, Taiwan is a thriving 
island and even though not at all a 
democracy, it probably offers more 
freedom and better living conditions 
than are available under the Peking 
regime. There would be another civil 
war and this time the troops under the 
Nationalist command would be well 
trained and equipped, thanks to the 
United States. In the long run they might 
be overrun but it would be a bloody 
business. 


The best United States stand at the 


time would be to back the admission of 
Peking to the United Nations without 
saying anything about Taiwan and to 
move toward diplomatic and trade 
relations. For the long haul, however, a 
great deal more care must be taken in 
developing policies for our relationship 
with the rest of the world that are 
realistic and do not involve us so much in 
plain meddling. 


The Poverfy Gap, Abroad and at Home 


International experts have for 


several years pointed out that the gap 
between the have and the have not 
nations continually increases. This sets 
a disturbing state for future conflict. But 
recent United States Census Bureau 
figures also show that the gap is growing 
within this country as well despite our 
progressive income tax and all the talk 
and emphasis upon egalitarianism. 


According to the figures, the lowest 


fifth of American families get only 6 per 
cent of the income while the highest fifth 
get a massive 41 per cent of the total 
income in the nation. Obviously some of 
this considerable disparity can be 
charged off to initiative, intelligence, 
energy, drive, and — in this decade 
especially — a growing wonder about the 
benefits of just money and its relation to 
living a full and fulfilled life. Whether a 
lot of Americans will accept the reason 
or not, this is one of the causes of the 
continually growing welfare lists and it 
ought to have some influence upon 
federal and state welfare programs. 


To the surprise of many Americans, 


it was discovered two years ago that 
there was considerable poverty in the 
United States, not only in the city 
ghettoes but in rural areas, particularly 
in the Deep South. The figures were 
widely disputed. Understandably it is 
not easy to determine exactly where

poverty begins as far as income is 
concerned. Some farm families, with 
relatively little take home pay, manage 
to eke out a'decent living because they 
raised much of their food. Tile costs of 
living are lower in most southern states 
because of the more temperate weather. 
Prices for most items are lower in 
smaller communities. 


But Herman Miller, chief of the 


population division of the Census 
Bureau, points out in his book, Rich 
Man, Poor Man, that poor people pay far 
more in taxes than do rich people in ratio 
to their incomes. State and local taxes, 
writes Miller, "are 
regressive from 


beginning to end'' and the big bite for the 
poor family is the sales tax. 


Any study of incomes, taxes and 


governmental expenditures proves 
pretty conclusively that even if the big 
earners in the nation were taxed at 
something close to 95 per cent, there 
would be nowhere nearly enough money 
for existing programs, much less those 
which have been proposed. In many 
ways the hardest hit are those in the 
middle, who in no way qualify, not only 
for welfare but for other benefits such as 
college scholarships. 


But whether the disparity in income 


is between nations or between families, 
when it continues to grow there is 
trouble ahead.

Once a bridge player knows 
the proper technique for 
nicking up four trumps in one 
hand without losing a trick, he

The mind conquers by

If both the heart and 
diamond finesses work, he can 
score 12 or even 13 tricks' 


At trick two East returns 


his lowest diamond (a suit 
preference signal indicating to 
West that entry in East's 
hand is in the lower ranking

suits). West ruffs and dutiful- 
ly returns a club. 


East wins the ace and 


returns a n o t h e r diamond, 
which forces declarer to ruff 
high and reduces the contract 
to a successful heart finesse.
